Accused killer says nothing

CENTENNIAL, Colo. The man accused of killing 
a dozen people in a Colorado movie theater 
during a showing of “The Dark Knight Ris- 
es” made his first court appearance Monda}^ 
looking drowsy and emotionless, his hair dyed 
shades of orange and red. 

James Eagan Holmes, 24, who was detained 
immediately after the massacre, appeared 
groggy during the brief hearing, looking 
straight ahead and occasionally closing his 
eyes as if fighting off sleep. He was shackled 
at the wrists and ankles. 

About 40 members of the victims’ families 
were seated on the left side of the courtroom. 
One family member seated in the front row 
glared at Holmes throughout. 

When Arapahoe County District Judge 
William Sylvester asked Holmes a question, 
he remained expressionless and an attorney 
answered for him. The judge set a date of July 
30 for formal charges to be filed. 

Police say he presented a far different fig- 
ure Friday when, dressed in a gas mask and 
body armor and toting three guns, he alleg- 
edly opened fire at a packed midnight show 
at a theater complex in the Denver suburb of 
Aurora. 

The dead include war veterans, an aspir- 
ing sportscaster who had narrowly escaped a 
shooting in a Toronto mall earlier this summer 
and a 6 -year-old girl. Fifty-eight other people 
were wounded, and many have serious injuries. 

The former neuroscience student also left 
his apartment booby-trapped with explosives 
that police said could have destroyed the 
apartment complex. They conducted a con- 
trolled detonation over the weekend. 

Police say they still are searching for a 


motive for the crime, which baffled fellow 
students and acquaintances. They described 
Holmes, a native of San Diego, as a quiet 
high-achiever whose past gave little inkling 
that anything was amiss. 


Arapahoe County District Attorney Carol 
Chambers said she would consult with the 
victims and families of the dead before mak- 
ing a decision on seeking the death penalty 
Chambers, who has prosecuted two of the 


three inmates now on Colorado’s death row, 
told reporters outside the court house that 
the decision on the death penalty had to be 
made within 60 days of his arraignment, “so 
it’s months down the line.” 


Suspect’s family ‘doing as well as they can*

An attorney representing the family of James Holmes on 
Monday said his mother’s initial comment to ABC News on 
the morning of the shooting has been misconstrued. 

Reading a statement she attributed to Arlene Holmes, San 
Diego-based attorney Lisa Damiani said Arlene Holmes’ com- 
ment, “%u have the right person,” to an ABC reporter re- 
ferred to herself, not James Holmes as some news outlets have 
suggested. 


Arlene Holmes made the comment when the ABC reporter 
phoned her early Friday and asked if she was Arlene Holmes 
and if James Holmes was her son, Damiani said. Her comment 
has been misconstrued to suggest she was not surprised by her 
son’s alleged involvement in the shooting. 

At a press conference outside her office, Damiani said the 
Holmes family is choosing not to discuss James Holmes or his 
relationship with the family at this time. She declined to an- 
swer questions about the family’s whereabouts.

Are there no gay movie stars? 

From Anderson Cooper to Jim Parsons, gay 
celebrities have been gently pushing open the 
closet door with shockingly little fanfare over 
the past year. 

Their statements have been so understated 
that a recent piece in Entertainment Weekly 
on the new politics of being publicly gay not- 
ed, “What was impossible 6o years ago and 
dangerous 40 years ago and difficult 20 years 
ago is now becoming no big deal.” 

That may be true, but there is one big ex- 
ception. 

In the nearly a decade since Tom Cruise 
won his second of two “I’m not gay” lawsuits 
in 2003, Hollywood movie stars remain uni- 
formly heterosexual even as American society 
and public perceptions of sexuality have vis- 
ibly changed. 

Despite the recent matter-of-fact state- 
ments from the likes of Cooper, Parsons and 
Zachary Quinto, no A-list star on the level of 
a Brad Pitt or Robert Downey Jr. has come 
out, even though statistically it seems highly 
improbable that no major actor is gay Mean- 
while, the rumors and lawsuits that have 
dogged such actors as John Travolta or Cruise 
may lead the public to their own conclusions. 

Even emerging stars like Tom Hardy, who 
once implied that he had flirted with bisexu- 
ality, are quick to quash the rumors if they get 
out of hand. 

“We don’t have a leading man who is out,” 
notes Howard Bragman, vice chairman of 
reputation.com and a publicist who has guid- 
ed stars through coming-out announcements. 
“We don’t have anybody in a major profes- 
sional sport. There is plenty of room to get 
further along.” 

It seems there still are enormous pressures 
for big-name stars— especially those tied to 
romantic or action careers— to remain guard- 
ed about their sexuality

And there’s an added element: The interna- 
tional market is not as accepting as America 
is becoming. 

The movie business is a globalized enter- 
prise, one that is increasingly dependent on 
foreign audiences. The question is less about 
America’s changing attitudes towards gays 
and lesbians than the views of places like Chi- 
na, a country that boasts a big population of 
moviegoers, but one that is not exactly pro- 
gressive when it comes to same-sex relation- 
ships. 


Frank Ocean 

Frank Ocean, the acclaimed R&B 
singer and member of L.A. hip-hop 
collective Odd Future, told fans via his 
Tumbir site that the first time he fell in 
love, it was with a man. Ocean, who did 
not use the word “gay” or “bisexual” 
in his statement, said he wanted to 
address rumors sparked by his 
use of the pronoun “he” in ro- 
mantic lyrics on his most 
recent album. 


For the film business, not much has changed 
since “My Best Friend’s Wedding” star Rupert 
Everett told the Daily Mail in 2009 about his 
coming out: “It just doesn’t work, and you’re 
going to hit a brick wall at some point.” 

“The fact is that you could not be, and still 
cannot be, a 25-year-old homosexual trying 
to make it in the British film business or the 
American film business or even the Italian 
film business,” Everett said. 

Although Anne Heche made waves when 
she went public as Ellen DeGeneres’ girl- 


friend in the mid-’qos, her career faded along 
with their relationship, and the major movie 
actors who are openly gay remain supporting 
actors like Ian McKellen and Quinto. 

It is no coincidence that the majority of 
the household names who have come out 
publicly have been television stars. After all, 
from DeGeneres’ ground-breaking declara- 
tion that she was a lesbian 15 years ago up to 
the portrayal of a happily married gay couple 
on ABC’s “Modern Family” the small screen

barrier-shattering parts of Hollywood. 

That may have to do with demograph- 
ics. Television’s prize age group is viewers 
between i8 and 34 years old, and a recent 
Gallup poll shows that 66 percent of people 
in that age bracket believe gay marriage 
should be legal. 

“%ung people set the ad rates,” Bragman 
told The Wrap. “These were the kids that 
grew up with ‘Will and Grace’ and ‘Queer 
Eye.’ Well, you can’t watch ‘Will and Grace’ 
and ever be threatened by a gay person again.” 


The same is not as true for the world of 
athletics, movies nor music genres like rap 
and country 

Similarly, despite the public pronounce- 
ments of, say, Elton John and Michael Stipe, 
certain sectors of the music business remain 
stubbornly resistant to gay artists. 

“There are pockets of acceptance that are 
more robust than others, but coming out is 
not a non-nonchalant thing,” said Chely 
Wright, an openly gay country singer. 

Wright came out in 2010 to an onslaught 


of media attention, but also softer record 
sales, demonstrating that, at least in terms 
of country singers, there is commercial risk 
to being openly gay 

With the Internet, any closet, it seems, is 
made of glass. 

“We live in a very transparent world,” 
Bragman said. “It used to be someone 
would say privately that they saw so-and- 
so in a gay bar or had sex with them, now 
we have text messages and emails, and that 
changes things.” 


Coming out 
still a tightrope 
walk in movie biz

When Ellen DeGeneres came out in 1997, 
advertisers including J.C. Penney pulled 
advertising from her sitcom to avoid con- 
troversy Today the talk show host is a 
spokeswoman for the retailer. 

Rich Eerraro, vice president of com- 
munications at GLADD, points to this 
as an indicator that the country and Hol- 
lywood, continues to evolve on LGBT is- 
sues, despite there not being an openly gay 
A-list movie star in Hollywood. 

‘A few years ago people might not have 
believed that we would live in a world 
where popular musicians, actors and poli- 
ticians are openly gay,” he said. “While 
there may not be an A-list movie star right 
now, I think we’re moving in the right di- 
rection.” 

With this cultural shift, Eerraro expects 
movie stars will eventually come out and 
be met with the same embrace that Adam 
Lambert, Jane Lynch, Anderson Cooper 
and Erank Ocean have experienced. 

“We’re living in a culture where the 
president is for gay marriage and we have 
actors like Neil Patrick Harris playing a la- 
dies man on a really popular and critically- 
acclaimed sitcom,” he added. “The demo- 
graphic that the film industry covets really 
doesn’t care about the issue anymore, so I 
think it’s really about finding the first per- 
son to break open this door.” 

The decision for a leading actor or ac- 
tress to come out is something both they 
and their representatives wrestle with, ac- 
cording to Tammara Billik, a Hollywood 
casting director with BillikAM)od Casting. 

“People have a hard time distinguishing 
from the actor and the role so they maybe 
a concern that people wont accept a gay 
male as a romantic lead,” she said. “In tele- 
vision, we have leading men playing het- 
erosexual roles and there hasn’t been a dip 
in viewership, so I’m hopeful that it will 
lend itself to A-list movie stars coming out 
in the future.” 

Hollywood publicist Howard Bragman, 
who has represented CNN anchor Don 
Lemon, “Dancing With the Stars” con- 
testant Chaz Bono, singer Chely Wright 
and “EamilyTies” actress Meredith Baxter 
when they came out, said the reality is that 
there are A-list gay movie stars, but the de- 
cision to come out is extremely personal. 

“It really goes to a person’s soul and if 
they’re willing to make a deal with the devil 
and say I want to be a huge star so I will 
hide my sexual orientation, or I want to live 
an honest life and let the chips fall where 
they may”

‘S’ is for ‘sever ties’ 


From the maker of “The Muppets” to the mayor of Boston, 
the list of folks severing ties with Chick-fil-Adue to the fast- 
food company’s opposition to gay marriage is growing. 

Jim Henson Co., which has produced characters for “The 
Muppets,” “Labyrinth” and “Fraggle Rock,” had recently 
been working with the Atlanta restaurant chain to create 
products for its kids’ meals. 

The offerings included five build-your-own puppets from 
Jim Henson’s Creature Shop, using pieces that are punched 
out from the plastic meal container, according to a cached 
version of the Chick-fil-A website. 

But after last week, when President Dan Cathy said the 
fast-food giant was “guilty as charged” of supporting “the 
biblical definition of the family unit,” Henson Co. nixed the 
partnership. 

Jim Henson Co. said in a statement: “The Jim Henson 
Company has celebrated and embraced diversity and inclu- 
siveness for over 50 years and we have notified Chick-fil-A 
that we do not wish to partner with them on any future 
endeavors. Lisa Henson, our CEO, is personally a strong 
supporter of gay marriage and has directed us to donate the 
payment we received from Chick-fil-A to GLAAD.” 

Also not a fan of Chick-fil-A’s position: Boston Mayor 
Thomas Menino. In an interview with the Boston Herald, 
Menino vowed to block the chain from opening up shop in 
his city 

“Chick-fil-A doesn’t belong in Boston,” Menino told the 
publication. “You can’t have a business in the city of Boston 
that discriminates against a population. We’re an open city 
we’re a city that’s at the forefront of inclusion.”

CAN PENN STATE 
RECOVER FROM 
WAVE OF SEX 
ABUSE SCANDAL 
PENALTIES?

The NCAA on Monday hit Penn State with 
a $6o million fine, banned the football team 
from bowl games for four years and vacated all 
its wins from 1998 to 2011 in the wake of the 
university’s child sex abuse scandal. 

At a morning news conference, NCAA 
president Mark Emmert said Penn State will 
lose 10 initial football scholarships for new 
students, beginning in 2013-14. The number 
of total scholarships will be reduced from 85 
to 65 for four years, beginning in 2014-15. 

The $60 million in fines will go toward a 
fund for victims of child abuse. Penn State 
also will be placed on probation for five years. 

The Big Ten also announced sanctions, in- 
cluding a ban from conference championship 
games for four years. Penn State will forfeit 
its revenue from conference bowl games, ap- 
proximately $13 million, which will be donat- 
ed to charitable organizations for the protec- 
tion of children. 

All of Penn State’s victories from 1998-2011 
will be vacated. Coach Joe Paterno’s record 
will reflect the vacated victories, meaning he 
no longer will be recognized as the NCAA’s 
all-time winningest coach. 

Paterno won 409 games in 46 seasons as 
Penn State’s coach. The vacated wins remove 
III victories from his total, dropping it to 298 
and leaving him well behind new leader Ed- 
die Robinson of Grambling (408 wins). Eor- 


mer Elorida State coach Bobby Bowden now 
heads the list of Eootball Bowl Subdivision 
victories with 377. 

“The Penn State case has provoked in all 
of us powerful emotions and shaken our con- 
fidence in many ways,” Emmert said. ‘After 
much debate, we concluded the sanctions 


needed to reflect our mission of cultural 
change. The actions already taken by the new 
chair of the board and the new president have 
demonstrated a strong desire and determina- 
tion by Penn State and the university to right 
these severe wrongs.” 

Speaking of the victims of former football 


assistant Jerry Sandusky Emmert said, “No 
matter what we do here today there is no ac- 
tion we can take that will remove their pain 
and anguish. But what we can do is impose 
sanctions that both reflect the magnitude of 
these terrible acts and that also ensure that 
Penn State will rebuild an athletic culture that 
went horribly awry 

“Our goal is not to be just punitive, but to 
make sure the university establishes an ath- 
letic culture in which football will never again 
be placed ahead of educating, nurturing and 
protecting young people. 

“The gut-check message is do we have the 
right balance in our culture?” Emmert said. 
“Or are we in a position where hero worship 
and winning at all costs has subordinated our 
core values?” 

All current and incoming Penn State play- 
ers will be allowed to transfer and be eligible 
immediately elsewhere. The NCAA will 
consider waiving scholarship maximums for 
schools who accept Penn State transfers. 

The family of Joe Paterno said sanctions 
levied by the NCAA against Penn State “de- 
fame the legacy and contributions” of the late 
head coach. 

In a statement, the Paterno family also said 
that university president Rodney Erickson, 
athletic director Dave Joyner and the board 
of trustees “abdicated” their responsibility by 
accepting the penalties.

Purity Ring’s rise to 
indie prominence 
follows what is now 
a familiar narrative. 
Distant collabora- 
tors create tracks 
over email. Said 
handful of tracks get 
enormously hyped 
by eager bloggers.

synthesizer effects over Southern hip-hop- 
referencing 808 drum patterns, while singer 
Megan James embellishes the whole mix with 
airy macabre goth-pop vocals. It’s a particu- 
larly accessible version of hazy blog-friendly 
almost-genres like “chillwave” and “witch 
house,” and it could very conceivably be a 
blueprint for what pop might sound like in 
three or four years. 

But the attention-grabbing elements that 
make Purity Ring’s music such a draw for 
blog buzz ultimately work against the band: 
They have immediate appeal in small doses 
on singles but become potentially deaden- 
ing over the course of an entire album. Just 
about anything on “Shrines” would sound 
great as part of a playlist— “Fineshrine” and 
“Ungirthed” are specific highlights— but as a 
whole the music is formulaic. Purity Ring has 
capitalized well upon one great idea, but it’ll 
need a few more twists to turn the promise 
behind all those blog posts into a lasting 
career.
